piece. 
The skunk and coon skins 
arc converted into choice sable while® 
tile muskrat skin can be made to look 
I like beautiful mink, beaver or other!

Northern Indiana furs are general­ 
ly piloted at much higher prices than 
those 
from 
Southern 
Indiana but 
those from Jackson county arc the 
hest in this section. 
The choicest 
1 come from the Muscatatuck bottoms 
aud the Muscatatuck furs have an 
established place in the market of tin* 
country ami command nearly as good 
prices as those from Northern Indi­ 
ana.

He is one of the largest fur 
dealers in Southern Indiana and has 
been in the business of buying furs 
for twenty-five years. 
There are 
numbers of small dealers in the coun­ 
ty who buy in a small speculative way 
but Mr. Shiel buys and "ell.- accord-1 
ing to the established market prices 
of the country. 
lie hays not only 
from this county but from small deal- j 
ens in other counties in this section. 
The past season was an ordinary 
one although there was some short­ 
age, especially of minks and rats. 
The dry season summer before last 
which dried up many of the small 
streams and ponds was responsible 
for this. 
The furs and skins bought in this 
county are 
mostly from raccoons, 
opossums, mink, skunk, muskrat, red 
and gray fox. 
The average price 
paid here for the hides are: 


hearing animals as follows: It makes 
it unlawful to trap or kill “ any mink, 
raccoon, opossum, skunk or muskrat 
in the state of Indiana during the 
! months of April. May, June, July, 
August, September and October, of 
any year." 
The law provides how­ 
ever that the act shall not prevent the 
owners of real estate, dams or drains 
from killing such animals in order to 
protect their property. 
The act fur­ 
ther makes it unlawful to destroy a 
muskrat house at any time except 
'where it is an obstruction to ditches 
or water courses. 
Not much interest was taken in 
I Jackson county in the passage of the 
law however as the men who own the 
I land which is trapping and hunting! 
territory are not generally the trap- J 
pcis aud they are glad to have their 
property rid of the animal-.

STRIKE TROUBLES 


T aken Up by Official Board of United 


M ine W orkers. 
Indianapolis, April 6.—The confer­ 
ence regarding the adjustment of dif­ 
ficulties in the eastern Ohio or Tus­ 
carawas coal mining district, when the 
executive hoard of the United Mine 
Workers will hear representatives of 
the operators and district officers of 
the mine workers, is in progress to­ 
day in this city. 
Fight thousand men 
are affected by this strike, which was 
ordered several weeks ago. 
The ques­ 
tion of indorsing and supporting the 
suspension of work in the mines in 
the province of Alberta, Canada, af­ 
fecting 6,<N»0 men, has not yet bet n 
taken up by the executive board, al­ 
though representatives of the Alberta 
miners are in the city, 
i 
President White has announced the 
appointment of William Green of Ohio 
as statistician of the mine workers, 
hut has not yet completed the work 
of selecting the field organizers of the 
union. 
He is looking into the situa­ 
tion to ascertain the number of organ­ 
izers needed at this time, before fin­ 
ishing his list of appointments.
